e republish an article from the New- 
York Tribune upon the convention to be held 
here on the 22i proximo. We published a 
circular the other day, which needs some ex- 
planation. Why is it that this call was not 
published in the papers of this State? We are 
informed that only two hundred of these cir- 
culars were printed, and we don't understand 
bow that was, unless the meeting is to be held 
on the sly. Or are the brethren too stingy to 
pay the printer? We muet suspect the latter 
as the chief reason, for they are not t shamed 
of what they are doing, and certainly they 
have nothing to be afraid of. 

The Tribune notices that the Journal and 
Commonwealth rather throw ouT menaces 
against this meetine:. AU bosh, that; these 
editors are only indulging in a little gas to 
suit the times. They don't mean anything. 
The people of Kentucky discussed this ques- 
tion of slavery in 1849, as fully as they ever 
discussed an)' question. The emancipation 
party held meetings and did all they coulo, 
and it was not much. The best security 
against ruinous and violent change is a full 
discussion of the eu» j .c :s involved before the 
people interested. This liberty of discussion 
may be abused, but betttr put up wt^h greet 
abuses thtn deny the usa oi such liberty. 
Tbe Tribune thinks pro-slavery men very in- 
tolerant and the radicals very liberal; but the 
Tribune is urjust in this charge and fanatical. 
The truth is, the party in power are always 
intolerant, and the party out of power for th« 
largest liberty. 

The Abolitionists used to be for the great- 
est latitude of discussion when they were in a 
minority; but since they got power they see 
the evil of allowing political heresies to be 
propagated. They arrest men for opinions 
expressed and stop newspapers, all for the 
patriotic purpose. This free discussion, once 
eo valuable, is not so good a thing after all. 
It has its inconveniences. 

On this subject we set up no claims to more 
consistency than other people; but we are 
satisfied that political safety lies n the per- 
fect proteciion of the freest discussion of all 
subjects in which society is interested at all. 
Any i>olky that will not bear such discussion 
will not last; and any institution that will 
not bear it, will die at last. 

Niue tenths of the prejudice against African 
slavery Is based on ignorance. Its practical 
workin? is not understood at alt. What is 
assailed is an ideal evil, represented in such 
literature as Uncle Tom'o Cabin, and not 
slavery itscif. 

We say this much to refute what Greeley 
wants to make out about the intolerance of 
proslavery men. He would make thtm out 
as intolerant as he and his party are now. 

As to the meeting, they have made a bad 
•tart. The proceedings look like a secret 
meeting. We intend, however, to advertise 
them, if they are too stingy to pay for it; and 
If they sty or do anything smart here on the 
Mi prox., we shall report it for the benefit of 
our readers. We don't think any of them 
will be at all alarmed at the progress of events. 
The sun will rise and set and water run down 
hill after this 



S3y The statesmen of the South are, some 
of them, beginning to rise above tbe wild and 
turbulent storm that submerged them on the 
breaking out of the rebellion. We observe 
an extract from a recent letter of the Hon. T. 
Butler King, of Georgia, that deserves no less 
the considtration of the North than the South. 
He say£: 

War must end in peace, and sooner or later 
both parties must agree to terms upon which 
they will lay aside their arms. The gvents of 
the past two years should be sufficient to 
convince every reasonable man, both North 
and South, that it is impossible for the Fed- 
eral Government to subjugate our people, and 
statesmen of the South cannot fail to perceive 
that tlu Federal Government cannot abandon the 
war except on a reparation of the Un ion without 
danger of the further dixmembermtnt of the na- 
tion. 

It is to be regretted that both sections are 
not actuated to some degree by the truths 
here enunciated. But we find their conduct 
is governed by an entirely different belief. 
The Government, if the Administration for 
the time bcitg deserves such a name, seems 
to be wholly influenced by the belief that it is 
in its power to compel by force any policy, 
however repugnant, to be received and adopt- 
ed by the Southern Slates and people. Martial 
law is such an easy solution ol all difficulties 
they forget the only excuse for mariial law is 
that no other foim of Government is possible. 
It is an acknowledgment, wherever declared, 
that the Federal Government has fcund it im- 
possible to sul jugate the South — to reduce it 
to obedience to the Constitution and laws by 
ordinary methods. General Binks so far ac- 
knowledges this in his cull upon Louisiana to 
re-establish tbe State Government as to warn 
the delegates that u rAe fundamental law of 
the State is martiil lav,;" and, he add*, 
"it is competent and just lor the Government 
to surrender to the people, at the earliest pos- 
sible convenience, so much of military power 
as may be ejesistent with the success of mil 
itary operations," «&3. 

It is apparent that those people there are 
ruled; they are not governed, in any sense of 
the word, by law. The very basia of their new- 
government shows that, unless subjugation 
is understood to mean abject obedience to the 
biyontt instead of the Constitution, they are 
not subjugated. m 

It must be equally apparent to the Southern 
statesmen that Mr. King's declaration, which 
we have put in Italics, is equally true; the 
Federal Government must continue to carry 
on the war for the Union. Under these cir- 
cumstances it Is absurd to say It would not be 
wiser to offer a real bona fide amnesty to the 
8outh, offering them not proclamations, but 
simply the Constitntlon, with its euarantees. 
If this were done the war would end in a few 
months at the furthest.

S3rFIt has got to be such a common opt- 
ion that Washington Is a sort of general lu 
natic asylum that it is almost Impossible to 
contend against it. If It is Innocently re- 
marked that good might come out of Nazi- 
reth, meaning Washington, it Is retorted that 
good would be very apt to come out of it, for 
it Is no place at present for it to stay. Be 
that as it may, we assert that all persons there 
have not gone wild on idle speculations, and 
that there is wiedom in a part of the Admin 
istration, and where it was least to be expect- 
ed, and we can furo.i6h the proof. 

Mr. McCulloch, controller of the currency 
has recently addreB6ed a circular pamphlet to 
the new "National Binks," and in it he thm 
lets out the real financial condition of the 
currency in a paragraph it would do well to 
read and reflect upon: 

Bear cons»antly in rolni% although tbe loyal 
States appear superficially to be in a prosper- 
ous condition, that such is not the fact. That 
while the Government is en Hatred in ihe snp- 
prfsslon of a rebellion of unexampled fl°rce 
ness and mngnltude, and is constantly drain- 
ing the country of 1's labo'ipg and producing 
population, and diverting its mechanical in- 
dustry from works of permanent value to the- 
construction ol implements of warfare; while 
cities are crowd rd, and the country is to the 
same extent nepleted, and waste and extrav 
aganc? nrt-vail as they never before prcva'leo 
in tbe Uuited States, the nation, whaievor may 
be the external indicat-ons, h not prospering. 
Tbe war in which we are involved is a stern ne- 
cessity, and must be prosecuted for the preser- 
vation of the Government, no matter what nm 
be its cost ; but the country will unquestion- 
ably be tbe poorer every day it is continued. 
The seeming propperity of the loyal States is 
owing mainly to the large expenditures of the 
Government and the redundant currency 
which these expenditures seem to render nec- 
eseary. Keep these facts constantly in mind, 
and manage the affairs of your respective 
banks with a perfect consciousness that the 
apparent prosperity of the country will be 
proved to be unreal when the war is closed, it 
not before; and bo prepared, by care'ul manage- 
ment ot the trust committed to you, to help 
to save the nation from a financial collapse, 
iustead of lending your influence to make it 
more certain and more severe. 

There is more fact and sound philosophy 
in that than in anything we have yet seen 
come from the Treasury Department. 

Nor does this real political economist stop 
here In his warning. After some sound ad- 
vice to the banks to repress speculation as 
much as possible, and to distribute their 
loans rather than to allow ths capital to get 
into the hands of a few who would control 
them, he adds: 

While the exigencies of the nation have re- 
quired that the Issues of the Government 
tbould be a legal tender, It must never b? 
forgotten that the business of the country 
rests upon an unsound basis, or, rather, is 
without a proper basis as long as the Govern- 
ment and the banks are cot meeting their ob- 
ligations in coin. 

It is refreshing to come across so much 
sound sense from such a (juartcr at such a 
time. The advice thua givon te bankers is 
applicable to all business men. With wings 
wide spread, they are plunjjing, many of them, 
into the wildrst speculation, and when the 
crash comes great will be the fall. 

We only hope Mr. Chase and Congress will 
read and reflect upon what Mr. McCulloch 
says. We bare not seen the pamphlet, but, 
judging from these extracts, it must be Inter- 
esting and valuable. 

More Frauds. — The military commission 
now in session In Norfolk, of which Britriclier 
General J. L WiBtar is President, have Iu- 
vestieated another model steamboat operation, 
fho steamer Nellie Baker was chartered in 
February, 1862, at thre,e hundred and fifty dol- 
lars per "day. Capt'iin A. W] Caldcn, Captain 
Charles Spear and J. H B. Long, all of Bos- 
ton, were owners. Ths Nellie Baker coat 
them nineteen thousand eight hundred dol- 
lars. She was la the employ of the Govern- 
ment about ten months, receiving one hun- 
dred and six thousand two hundred dollars 
charter money. She wa3 then suld to the 
United S;at«8 for forty-two thousand dollirs, 
the owners realizing the sum of one hundred 
and forty eight thousand dollars. 

In addition to this, the profits derived from 
the sale of refreshments were about twenty- 
five dollars per day during the time that she 
was rurnirg from old point to General Mc- 
Clellan's army, and she got all her coal gratis 
from the Government. 

Another neat case is that of an old canal 
barge called the Miss Mary, which was worth 
from eight hundred to nine hundred dollars.

She was nominally a prison hulk; but the evi- 
dence goes to show that she was used a very 
small part of th" time. 

Her owners were the noted John Coblens 
and John F. Pickerel), of Baltimore, wiio 
figured in the Grimes Committee investiga- 
tion.— [Washington Star. 

The same kind of management has been 
pursued at the West, and probably to a far 
greater extent than at the East. But what is 
the use of investigation? The fault of all thia 
is at Washington. If officers who make these 
miserable bargains do not act under express 
instructions from headquarters, their conduct 
is immediately reported there and approved. 
Similar cases of fraud were exposed at New 
York early in the war, and the Administration 
has done nothing to slop it, and it alone should 
be held responsible. A simple order from 
the Secretary of War directing how vessels 
should be secured for public use, and bow 
the owners should ho remunerated, drawn up 
in such manner as he as a lawyer could do it, 
would have 6aved many millions to the treas- 
ury and wronged no one. But this would 
have put it out of the power of officials to re- 
ward friends aud punish enemies, and proba- 
bly this was the very reason that corruption 
was allowed to run tiot, without so much as 
au attempt to apply the corrective.

The Cost of Iron clads. — The total cost 
of the monitors, built and being built, will be 
$22,150,000.

The call met with miny warm responses 
from th* slave Suits. Th-; free- Sato men of 
Louisiana, in particular, distinguished them- 
selves by prompt action, calling a S ate Con- 
vention and elec ing deUgates. No such 
formal action has yet be«u taken in any of the 
other States, but devoted friends were fo^nd 
In every one of th^m.

At noon yesterday the river wa? receding, having 
falUm two inches durin | the previous twenty-four 
hours. The weather was clear and pleasant and 
the river at that point will no doubt b? swelling 
today, 

The river at thi* point yesterday was almost clear 
of running Ice, and the boats had little or no 
trouble in running. CSs great danger which was 
feared from tho li t u now over, and M further 
damage .'tan that abndy done will take place. 
The barges that were Mrept over the falls on Tues- 
day evening were ye^ienlay, witii the exception of 
one, caught by the P.i. t land and New Albany ferry 
and landed safely nt the Portland wharf. The one 
not caught was broken to plece3 by the ice. 

Pedestrians crossed on the ice at St. Louis .Mon- 
day evening. The tributaries of the Missouri are 
at flood night, and the river rising al 1st. Louis. It 
is thought the ice will move out to-day. The river 
ia clear from Cape Giredeau out to Cairo.

It is said there Is more snow on the mountains 
than there has been any winter since the great 
flood of iPU, when the water In the Kansas river 
raised tliirt j*4MI ven feet, and flooded the w hole Kaw 
alley. Probably tho vast amount of snow on the 
mountains w ill insure a fine boating season. 

Wc learn that Bela C. Kent, of New Albany, has 
purchased from tho insurance companies the old 
wreck of the steamer Samuel Orr, which was cjp- 
tured from the rebels and runk in the Tennessee 
river in 186'J. 

A gunboat expedition was fitting out for the Red 
river.

This expedition Is attended with 
considerable interest, as it will open up a large 
section of country, and enable considerable cotton 
to get to market, provided It ia not bnrned by the 
Confederates.
